Monday’s session of the Santa 
Ana College Senate honored 
three national heroes, changed 
the date of an upcoming noon 
dance, removed five members 
from its roll call, and provided 
for a juke box in the snack bar. 

High point of the legislative 
meeting was the passage of a 
bill introduced last week by Sen- 
ator Bob Meyer to dedicate a 
plaque in the SAC planetarium 
to the memory of the Apollo as- 
tronauts, Virgil Grissom, Edward 
White, and Roger Chaffee. 

The bill now goes to ASSAC 
President Randy Smith who in- 
dicated his approval of the meas- 
ure recently, saying “I’m pleased. 
with the action of the Senate. I 
believe it shows a responsible in- 
terest in the campus.” 

SAC President John E. John- 
son has also voiced his approval 
of the plaque according to Smith. 
It will be purchased following 
talks with science department 
heads to find the proper place in 
the eight-sided structure. 

The noon dance change ap- 
proved by the student legislators 
will move the date for the 12:00 
affair scheduled for Thursday, 
March 9, to the preceeding Tues- 
day, March 7. 

In further action of the Senate 
meeting, the names of Senators 
Dale Zemke, Jim Brown, Kathy 
Geigerich, Anne Graff, and John 
Medaille were dropped from the 
roll. 

The removals came after long 
records of non-attendance by 
those removed. According to 
president Smith most of those 
dropped have had class conflicts 
which have not permitted them 
to attend the weekly meetings. 

In the case of Medaille, a day- 
time job off-campus was given 
as reason for the non-attendance. 
Senator Brown has transferred 
to the University of Arizona. 

At the same time a new Sena- 
tor was appointed. Vern Adams, 
member of the SAC Veterans 
Club and a business major, re- 
ceived Senate approval after his 
appointment by Smith. 

Following its approval and re- 
turn from the Rules Committee, 
a bill introduced last week by 


Senators Joe Mancinni and Pat 
McPeters received the legisla- 
ture’s “O.K.” 

The bill provides for a juke 
box to be obtained for use in the 
snack bar “as soon as possible.” 

One bill met defeat Monday. 
Introduced last week by John 
Larsen, chairman of the presi- 
dential appointments committee, 
and seconded by Linda Capps, 
the bill would have allowed the 
Senate to remove the voting priv- 
ilege of any member if that mem- 
ber should miss three Senate 
committee meetings. 

Another bill, aimed at provid- 
ing for insuring that the State of 
the Students address be delivered 
to the Senate within one month 
from the start of' each new 
semester, was tabled for discus- 
sion until the April 10 meeting.

“It was refreshing to read 
about it (the resolution) in last 
night’s paper .. . your decisions 
speak well for the school,” wrote 
a Santa Ana housewife. 


“We were impressed and in- 
spired,” wrote another local tax- 
payer. 


“HOPE FOR COUNTRY” 


“So long as there are students 
such as you who are intelligent 
enough to feel gratitude, and ex- 
press it, there is still hope of this 


country returning to rule by 
principle. Thank you (the stu- 
dent body) so very much,” pen- 
ned yet another citizen in a note 
to Smith. 


The resolution passed by the 
Anaheim Republican group stat- 
ed in part “we unanimously and 
publicly salute and commend the 
Student Body of Santa Ana Col- 
lege and their President Randy 
Smith, for the very timely ex- 
pression of their basic values and 
of their gratitude to the Orange 
County Community. 


HIGH SCHOOLS 


Smith said that the resolution 
is now being sent to high school 
principals and _ student body 
presidents in the area in an at- 
tempt to give even wider cover- 
age to the Senate resolution. 


The ASSAC chief also pointed 
out a message from one local 
businessman in particular.

Smith’s ‘Thanks Resolution’ Draws Criticism 


Dear Editor, 


The Legislative Board of 
ASSAC recently passed a reso- 
lution concerning the problems 
of financing and directing public 
institutions of higher learning 
and the relationship students 
have to these problems. The fal- 
lacies of the assumptions upon 
which this resolution was predi- 
cated prompts my response. 


Who are the Associated Stu- 
dents of Santa Ana Colege? The 
majority are the 21 years of age 
or older and many of these are 
now parents and all taxpayers. 
The remainder, under 21 years 
old, will soon be voters and will 
soon assume responsibility for 
the state of affairs their genera- 
tion will inherit. 


The resolution suggests that 
these students should not be ac- 
tively concerned in the chronic 
problem society faces in financ- 
ing higher education. In a repub- 
lic form of government, this is 
also wrong. 


The resolution suggests that 
students disagreeing with the de- 
cision made by our representa- 
tives. concerning financing or 
other matters concerning public 
institutions should not actively 
protest these decisions. This is 
also wrong. 


The resolution suggests that 
the general public provides pub- 
lie education so students may 
better their lives. As a half- 
truth, this is also a serious error. 
The public has a far reaching 
selfish interest in providing pub- 
lice education. Our standard of 
living, in fact our Very survival 
in.our competition of nations, is 
at issue here. Students, giving up 
the luxury of the pool hall, the 
bridge table, the golf course, and 
well ‘paying menial tasks are 
helping to assume a better tomor- 


row for everyone, Californians 
and Americans alike. 

The resolution suggests that 
the students of Santa Ana Col- 
lege (99.9 per cent, or there- 
about, hold Associated Student 
Body Cards) through the pro- 
cess of debate and a referendum 
vote passed this resolution. This 
is wrong for no referendum was 
held. The resolution should have 
read, “The Legislative Board of 
the Associated Students of Santa 
Ana College...”

Lirette’s ‘Nutrition Lab’ . 
Moves Into Planetarium 


A unique campus attraction 
was born in the abandoned nutri- 
tion lab in the early 1950’s. Us- 
ing the old stoves and benches 
for display stands, Mr. Henri 
Lirette, a biology and French in- 
structor at the college organized 
the SAC Museum of Natural His- 
tory. 

The idea was conceived be- 
cause Lirette wanted to be able 
to show his students more than 
they could see in the textbooks 
alone. He said, “I felt that I 
should know the fauna and flora 
of the area so that I could do my 
job better and make my classes 
more interesting. I wanted to 
illustrate what I was teaching.” 


The original exhibits were com- 
prised mostly of Molluska and 
fossils found in Orange County. 
Although other types of exhibits 
were added later, including dino- 
saur bones, animal skeletons, 
live animals, plants, snakes (in- 
cluding a live rattlesnake) and 
Indian artifacts, the main empha- 
sis has always been on Molluska 
and fossils. 


Probably the most ancient 
items in the collection are the 75 
million year old fossilized sea 
shell, which Lirette discovered in 
Orange County while on one of 
his many field trips. 


Two people have made val- 


uable contributions of time and 
material to the growth of the 
museum over the years. Richard 
Hitt, once a SAC student, was 
Lirette’s right hand man during 
his stay at the college. A large 
number of foreign sea shells were 
contributed in 1961 by Mrs. 
Lewis Plummer of Santa Ana. 
She and her husband had amas- 
sed an extensive collection of 
Molluska and after his death she 
divided the collection between the 
SAC museum and another local 
museum. 


Since its inception the museum 
has been open not only to science 
students but also to all students 
and non-students who desire to 
visit. 

At this time the museum is 
temporarily closed. Only a few 
objects are on display in the cor- 
ridors of Russell Hall. When the 
exhibit is reopened in the planet- 
arium the overall concept will be 
different. 


The natural science exhibits 
will be fewer. Replacing those 
which will not reappear will be 
displays denoting other fields of 
science. Rocks and minerals, and 
space science displays, including 
government donated capsule and 
rocket models’ will take their 
places alongside the original mu- 
seum exhibits.

Another effect is illustrated by 
the following example. “The 
Lawless Decade,” a book recom- 
mended for students studying the 
history of the 20’s and 30’s, was 
originally available for check out 
on the standard basis. 

It was stolen and replaced 
twice, but still remained open on 
the shelves. Again a thief lifted 
it and it was again replaced. Now 
the book is on strict reserve, kept 
behind the librarian’s desk for 
select viewing.

INDIVIDUAL LIBERTY 


“My present position will en- 
able me to explain to those peo- 
ple the nature and functions of 
government and the best means 
of preserving individual liberty. 
These truths must be more wide- 
ly taught and understood, espec- 
ially by persons in public life, or 
unbiased teaching and the unfet- 
tered quest for the truth will not 
long survive anywhere in our 
land,” he continued. 


When asked what he would 
miss most about college teaching, 
the Senator answered, “The stu- 
dents, whose honesty, freshness 
of mind and outlook, I always en- 
joyed. Contacts with students 
should be the best part of the 
life and career of any teacher. 


BIGGEST CHALLENGE 


Questioned as to the biggest 
challenge he feels he faces as a 
state senator, Schmitz, replied, 
“To achieve the major fiscal re- 
forms necessary to save the state 
from bankruptcy, to lighten the 
tax burden and to cut govern- 
ment spending. 

“As a legislator, my job is to 
help the doctor make the state
